Claims 28 - 41 evtat after the amendment set forth below is entered. The original number 
sequence of the claims was 1- 11 and 13-28. This was in error because claim. 12 was not filed. 
Since claim 12 did not actually exist, claim 1.1 should have been pnoperly designated claim 12. 
Thus, the original set claim count should have ended with the number 27, making the first newly 
added main claim replacing original claim 1 of elected inventive Group T, the claim number 28. 
Claims 29 -41 have been newly added being also directed to the elected subject matter of Group 
I replacing and amending the original claims 1-6, 14-19, actually 1-6 and 13-18. No new matter 
has been introduced with this amendment
